• Camera detection and additional ped signals being procured and installed in the coming

Opening of protected bike lanes scheduled after protected improvements

• On North Avenue bridge, removal of curb stops has begun. Flex posts scheduled for 

installation this last week of February.

• Once installed is complete, the cycle-track bike lane will reopen scheduled for the last week 

of February or early March.

• Bike friendly storm grates previously installed.
